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DECLARATION

| T he Lords and Commons having received 
| _- 4 inaletter from his Majeſty a Printed pa- 
| _ per, Intituled/ A' Proclamation for the ſup- 

preſſing of the preſent Rebellion under the 
| Commandof Robert Earle of Efex, and the ' 
| gracious offer of his Majeſties free pardon to 
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him and all ſuch of his adherents, as ſhal with- 
in ſix dayes after the date thereof lay downe 
their Armes, doe publ:ſhh and declare.that the 
matter of thislibellious aud ſcandalous paper, 
is the venome of thoſe Traiterons Councel- 
tors about his Majefty, long ſince diſcovered, 
and fo often complained of by both Hoſes of 
| Parliament, who having for many yeares to- 
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Religion, and to introduce Popery', Superſti 
| tion, and Ignorance, the ready way to an Ar- 
bitrary and Iranucall Covernement , and ( 
- for that purpoſe,ngtonely. maintained Agents 
at Rome, but invited and procured ſundry 
. Nuntioes, or Agettts,to be ſent into this King- 
dome from Th; You by which meanes Po- 
pery.and Superſtition; was ſo farre advanced , 
. thatnothing but the convening of, ths Parlia- 
ment ,, 'occalianed;by thei comming of the 
- Scots, could in all humaine reaſon have pre- 
-vented. them..in their deſigne, the onely. true | 
reaan which theleqmaſehaeydus: Canmceliors, 
maligning that Fower which oppoſes it ſelfe a- 
2ain{t their deſtructive” and horrid Counſels ,
